Chief Elliot Asks for a New Lucation
for the City Poor Farm,

WEBSTEL AVENUE IMPROVEMEXT

Pitisburg, through its Councils, has
finally sccepted Andrew Carnegie’s gift of
$1,000,000 for the establishment of a public
library and music ball.

Mr, Lambie brought the matter before
Select Council by reporting the amended
ordinsnce, which gives equal representation
on the Library Board of Trustees to Coun-
cilmen and citizens. The ordinance passed
finully by a vote of 26 ayes to 1 may. BAlr.
King, of the Second ward, cast the negative
vote. The ordinance was then sent to Com-
mon Council and passed unanimously.

After Councils adjourned Mr. King was
asked why he voted agsinst the library
erdinance, and replied:

1am bot in tavor of accepting gifts of this
kind on general principles, 1 think the day for
public free libraries is past. The newspapera
of the present day, giving as they do the news
of the whole world every morning, are suffi-
clent for any man and require all the time he
has to read, if be but reads them thoroughly. I
spend three or four hours every day in reading
the mowspapers, and could not devole more
time to reading if there were fifty free libra-
ries. There are other points to consider. The city
could issue a million dollars’ worth of bomds,
and in the present condition of the money
market conld realize a large sumw on them and
wounld thon not need to agres to pay4 per
cent perpetually on the whole amount, if she
was to decide to build a library of her own and
expend that much money on it. It 1§ going to
be a big drain on the city to pay that $40,000
every year—for what?

MOVING THE POOK FARM.

—

PAUPERS ARE BEING CROWDED BY THE
HUSTLERS FOR WEALTH.

Chief Elliot Maokos a Propesition Based on
Sound Financial Principies—The Presont
Institution Too Clreamscribed and Ouot of
Date—Councils WHI Act,

Chief R, C. Elliot, of the Deparimentof
Charities, wants the location of the City
Poor Farm changed. It is now loeated in
Miflin township, and is being rapidly
hemmed in by the manufacturing establish-
ments and residences of Homestead borough.
Mr. Elliott presented & communicatton on
this subject to Select Councils at its meeting
vesterday, The matter was referred toa
special committee of seven members, three
from Select and four from Common Couneil,
the latter body concurring ia the action
taken by the higher branch.

The communicstion presented by Chiel
Elliot is as follows:

Prrrssvra, May 24, 1890,

To the Honorable, the Members of Esleet and
Common Counciis of the City of Fittsburg:

GENTLEMEN—In the judgmentof the De
partment of Churities, the tima has arrived
when it Is necessary and expedient to make an
arrangement to secure a larger and more sulta-
bilv Joented tract of lana for a City Poor Farm
than the one now in use in Mifflin Township,

It is evident that the farm has become, and
is certain to continue to be, inadequate and un-
snitable for the purposes for which it was
originally purchnsed, and this becanse of its
size, its sarroundings, and the encroachment
thereon of rallroads manufactoring establish-
ments and town population, The disadvantages
and inconveniences arising from these causes
are increasing from year to vear.

The farm enntains 140 to 150 acres, subject to
the richts of wayeof the Pittspurg, Virginia
and Charleston Railroad le?ny and the
Pittshurg, MeKeesport and Youghiogheny
Railroad Company,

The roads cross the prol‘urty and divide it
Into three sections—ome Iving between the
Monongahela river anda the Pittsburg, MoKees-
port and Youghiogheny Rallroad, upon which
the improvementsare eonstrocted. one between
that railroad and the Pittsburg, Virginia and
Charleston Ealroad, and one between the last
named road and the top of the hill,

:m:ted thereon for the present ue of the

mediate steps bo taken toward the sale of the
City Poor Farm in Miffin township, rnerrl.n;}
however, to the city the right of occupancy o
the buildings and grounds immediately ad-
jacent thereto for & period of time clent
Tor the carefnl selection of a new location and
the construction and eguip of the
sary bulldings therson, subject, alsn, to such
other reasonable conditlons as the city may
elect to impos=e relative to the removal of the
present improvements.

When the fact that
the puddlers were going to ask for an advance
was first published some weeks ago, the manu-
facturers stated they would refuse to pay it.
